The monthly water return, made 
up to, October Ist, is to hand, and 
show? a-total of 1,801.43 million 
gallgns fn storage, w8.compured with 
1,910.72 for the corresponding 
month ‘of last year. Tytam’ Tuk 
contains three-quarters of the sup- 
ply, there being: no 
1,372.18 million ‘gallons . there, 
which is about’. 28,000,000 more 
than a year ago? Tytam, however, 
whieh is the next: largest reservoir, 
shows a considerable decrease. In 
.1924.there were 292.30 million gal- 
lons in: storage, byt this has now 
fallen to 171.06 million gallons. 
The other: four reservoirs on the 
island remain at very, much the} 
same figures’as a year ago. 


Despite the fact that there. has 
been a full supply In all rider main 
districts during” September." tals 
year whilst last, year there was 
only an intermittant supply in rider 
main districts West of Eastern 
Street, the consumption of water 
‘hag degreased, this, probably bein 
due to the fact thit owin3 the strike 
the inhabitants of. the Colony are 
now. considernbly less than a year 
ago.
